(MM). Costs of township schools were 
found higher 
than 
city 
schools, 
which was said to he -tartlinsr 
in 
view of the 
shorter 
terms, 
lower 
teacher salaries and the poor equip­ 
ment in the rural districts. 


The apportionment of the revenue 
derived from the township and com­ 
mon school funds was declared by 
the commission to favor the 
cities 
with their larger population, and a l­ 
so by failing to take into account 
tlie* differences in 
financial 
ability 
of local units to Mipnort schools. 
‘‘The kind of an education a child 
get- in Indiana,” declared the rejmrt 
in this connection, “ will depend on 
where he lives. Rich districts will 
continue to have good schools, and 
poor districts will continue to have 
poor schools although the rich dis­ 
tricts in proportion to their wealth 
actually do le->s than the poor dis­ 
trict for public educatiop." 


The tuition tax. it 
was 
pointed 
out, i< u^ed to correct the defects 
of apportionment, and the distribu­ 
tion of it on the basis of local needs, 
after ¡he community lio< done 
its 
part, was said to tend to penalize 
opportunities. The 
commission 
ad- 
vi'Cil that this practice of equitable 
distribution should he made of gen­ 
eral application to all -fate 
school 
funds.

Many Hush county -people were 


prohahly shocked to learn that there 
.arc 205 illiterates in Rush county, 
and of the number 87 live in EnsK- 
villo. This was a jolt to those who 
ihiivc been hiking considerable pride 
in I he school system of Rush coun- 
ty, the home of the\ consolidated 
school. 


Though the percent of illiteracy is 


exceedingly sniivll, it is larger than 


laws, such as there -.is now. 


Undoubtedly, tiiere has been -:an 


awakening among the people to the 
value of education, es)>ecially since 
the war. The need of properly train- 
ing our children for the strivings of 
maturity is being more and 
more 


realized, with the result that mental 
training is being stressed and the 
proper atmosphere is being .created 
so that the laws governing school 
attendance may be properly 
eu- 


fdrced. 


The fact is self-evident tha.t-.nn 


educated nation is a more produc- 
tive one. Education pays! Where in- 
telligence reigns the land yields its 
grains and' fruits in greater abun- 
dance, tbte mines are more intensive- 
ly worked, and to greater advantage, 
and the various industrial and com- 
mercial enterprises are more scien- 
tifically and "successfully -conducted. 
Fertile soil, timbered land, 
water 


.poiver, and mineral deposits lie idle 
or are ignorantly squandered 'by an 
illiterate people. 


Franklin K. Lane, in one of ihis- 


illuminative addresses, state'd that if 
the productive labor value of an 
illiterate- is less by only 50 cents a 
day than that of the educated man 
Or 
7 -woman, 
th^e county was losing 


$825,600,000 a year through illiter- 
acy. This statement is based upon 
the statistics of the 1919 eensus, 
which shows that there were 5,516,- 
1C3 illitera-les in the United States 
•above 10 years of as*. The figures 
for 1920 show a total of 4,931,905 
illiterates in the United States. These 
figures are based upon inquiry mere- 
ly, and only those are 'classed as il- 
literates who are. unable to write in 
they native language. 


Many authorities • have-

thought that a test of ability to" use 
the language in a practical 
-way 


would reveal a much larger number 
of illiterates in "this -country. It was 
estimated by those who had studied
